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HARLEM STAKES TO CLOSE. 

Nominations for the nine additional stakes 
of the Harlem Jockey Club, which close to- 
morrow, are being received by Secretary 
Nathanson daily. A canvass of the stables 
shows that fewer western owners intend 
shipping to Saratoga than for years past and 
in consequence the summer and fall racing 
in Chicago is certain to be of the highest 
grade. So far as known the only strings 
booked for the east are those of J. A. Drake, 
Clay Bros, and Middleton & Jungbluth. J. 

B. Respess and T. C. McDowell, who have 
been reported as intending to leave for New 
York, have assured Secretary Nathanson 
that their horses will remain at Harlem, 
where it is quite as certain that the Smathers’ 
quartette McChesney, Dick Bernard, Grand 
Opera and Stevedore, will continue the cam- 
paign during the summer. 

Sixteen stakes wall be decided during the 
Harlem summer and fall meetings. Of these 
seven closed in February. The nine to close 
are the Tecumseh Handicap, 1 3-8 miles, $2,000 
added; the Maywoou Handicap, 1 mile and 
IDO yards, $1,500 added; the Prairie State Sell- 
ing, 1 1-8 miles, $1,500 added; the Cicero 
Belling, 1 mile, $1,500 added; the Speed, 
3-4 mile, $1,600 added; the Oak Park Handicap, 
1 1-8 miles, 1,500 added; the Sapling, 1-2 mile, 
$1,600 added; the Forward, 7-8 mile, $1,600 
added and the Golf Steeplechase, $1,000 added. 

The rebuilding of the Harlem grand stand 
is well toward completion. Many improve- 
ments for the convenience of race goers 
have been made and much additional space 
has been gained. The two new barns will 
be finished this week and are pronounced by 
horsemen to be the best ever built upon a 
race track. In spite of this addition of 
seventy stalls to the Harlem equipment, the 
stables are jammed and applications for 
the accomodation of more than 100 horses 
have neccessarily been refused during the 
past week.

With the close of the Washington Park 
meeting near at hand. Manager Kuhl and 
Secretary Clark are busily engaged in pre- 
paring for the resumption of racing at Haw- 
thorne next Monday. The stakes that closed 
last week filled remarkably well with an 
aggregate of 538 entries, including nearly all 
the star performers at Washington Park. 
The program book for the first week is out. 
It calls for the running of the Premier 
Stakes, one mile for three-year-olds, $1,600 
added, Monday; the Juvenile Stakes, 6 1-2 
furlongs for two-year-olds, $1,600 added, 
Thursday, and the Northern Handicap, 1 1-4 
miles for three-year-olds and over, $6,000 
added, Saturday.

If you specified that 
only^your Allan-a-Dale winning were to go 
on Hayward Hunter, your original sum bet 
was left to go on John Peters, place, and 
won on the latter proposition. 

Inquirer, Chicago. The Bard of Avon quo- 
tation was post-time odds and the difference 
referred to by you was the different weight 
of backing awarded the two horses to show. 

H. A. S., Chicago. A parlay bet must win 
on the horses named and does not win be- 
cause an entry companion to one named 
wins. Your w’ager lost. 

M. M. J., San Francisco, Cal. Undoubted- 
ly Olympian was always as good as 1 to 2 
place. 

L. Z., Chicago. Huzzah was 7 to 10 to show. 

LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 

The fifth race original^ carded had to be 
declared off on account of scratches. Vin- 
cennes and Lampoon were withdrawn early. 
Next In order came Little Elkin and Prince 
Blazes. Boaster then appeared to have the 
race at his mercy, but his owner refused to 
start him because he had shown symptoms of 
lameness while being cantered In the morn- 
ing. 

T. C. McDowell stated yesterday that in 
any event he would not ship east until later 
in the season and would probably not go at 
all. “It all depends on how Allan-a-Dale is 
doing, for I have only got two horses that 
could win in New York, and if Allan-a-Dale 
don’t show signs of standing training I will 
only have one,” meaning Monarka. 

The track yesterday, although good on 
top, was soft underneath and extra fast time 
was out of the question. 

Jockey Treanor was guilty yesterday of 
as fiagrant a piece of rough work as ever 
was perpetrated on a race track. Treanor 
had the mount on Orfeo in the fourth race, 
while L. Wilson was astride of the heavily- 
backed favorite, Travers. Rounding into 
the stretch, Orfeo was on the inside and a 
head in front of Travers. The latter was 
going handily and apparently a winner. 
Treanor, when he felt his mount weakening, 
began carrying Travers towards the outer 
fence, Wilson meanwhile pleading with him 
not to do it. The latter, however, would 
not desist until Barrica, Alee and Hot had 
passed him in turn and Travers’ chances of 
winning had been ruined. 

Tichenor & Co.’s horses are rapidly round- 
ing into shape and from now on should earn 
their share of the purses. 

S. Bonner on Mary Glenn attempted to 
race Bad News into early subjection, but 
his mount W'as not equal to the task and 
tired badly in the last quarter, with the 
result that she did not finish in the money 
after apparently having second place secure.

RUNNELS DEFEATED. 

The last week of this year’s racing at 
Washington Park was begun yesterday and 
started out most auspiciously. An unusually 
large Monday crowd was present and en- 
joyed an excellent afternoon’s sport. No 
stake race was on the card, but the six races 
were well filled and resulted in several close 
and exciting finishes. 

The most Important race of the day was 
the second, a spin of six and a half furlongs 
for all ages. Runnels was supposed to have 
it at his mercy, but to the surprise of many 
present he was defeated by Elsie L., held at 
5 to 1 in the betting. Many found fault with 
Gray’s ride, thinking he had laid to far 
out of the sprint in the early stages and 
made his run too late. Ahola, displaying 
much speed, held a good lead until just after 
turning for home, where she tired rapidly 
and fell away beaten. Golden Rule, Elsie L., 
and Runnels closed up fast here, but in the 
final eighth Elsie L. gradually drew away 
and appeared to be winning easily, but in the. 
last sixteenth Runnels moved up on close 
terms with her. Both stood a drive gamely, 
Elsie L. reaching the line first a head in 
the lead, with Golden Rule third, four lengths 
back. Runnels was fast wearing down the 
winner in the closing strides and would have 
beaten her had the race been a little farther. 
Golden Rule tired fast when the pinch came. 

The first race of the day, a six furlongs 
dash for two-year-olds, resulted in an easy 
victory for that consistent filly Nannie 
Hodge, which won her third consecutive race. 
Oft fifth, she at once dashed to the front, 
and after running General Steward into 
submission in the first half came away with- 
out any trouble winning by a length from 
Aggie Lewis, which finished two before Rain- 
land for second place. The last named 
swerved badly opposite the last eighth post, 
but recovered quickly and outstayed Soldier 
of Fortune in the last sixteenth struggle. 
The latter tired badly all through the closing 
strides. General Steward showed much 
early speed, but was well spent when enter- 
ing the final eighth. 

Bad News is certainly a good horse these 
days. He was thrown into a soft spot in the 
third race, a dash of once around the course 
for three -year-olds, and made the field appear 
cheap. He was held at 6 to 5 in the betting 
and won as the odds indicated he should. 
Mary Glenn measured strides with him for 
the first five and a half furlongs, where she 
fell away beaten and he came away in a big 
canter winning by two and a half lengths 
from Bondage, which beat Postmaster Wright 
a neck for second place. Bondage began 
slowly, but moved up fast in the last quarter 
and outstayed Postmaster Wright in the 
sharp last sixteenth struggle. 

The fourth race, a dash of seven and a 
half furlongrs for three-year-olds and over, 
resulted in a big surprise to the talent. Bar- 
rica, neglected in the betting, proving to be 
much the best. After the first quarter had 
been run Orfeo assumed command and led 
by two lengths until just before entering 
the last quarter, where Travers moved up 
on even terms with him and The Kentuck- 
ian soon followed suit. In turning for home 
Orfeo carried Travers and The Kentuckian 
very wide. It was here Barrica gained much 
ground by swinging close to the inside rail 
and passed into the lead when a furlong out, 
winning easily by one and a half lengths 
from Alee, which finished two before Trav-
